POLICE GETTING OUT OF

STRONG PROTEST. 


A atrong protest ogainst 
a new anti-piracy regulation

Lodging Protest. 


Asked for his views on the re- 
gulation, Capt. Laurenson sald the 
onus of preventing pirates coming 
aboard ships was specifically thrown 
on the master. “To this,” he sald, 
“We strongly protest, and fam to- 
day lodging « protést with — the 
Cofonint Sceretary.” 

Continuing. Capt.  Laurenson 
suids— "How on earth are a mas- 
ter and two or three officers going 
to do more than a posse of police’ 
can do when they search a ship at 
the wharf before it leaves the Co- 
lony? 


“Is it seriously. suggested (hat 
the master or his officers should 
be at the gangway to search 
everybody coming on bonrd? 
The thing i+ absolutely impos- 
sible.” . 


“There is an even more serious 
point," anid-Capt. Laurenson. .“T re- 
for to the poaition in which the 
master is placed by this regulation. 
We will suppose that no ship has 
been searched by the police before 
she leaves Hongkong, but subse- 
‘quently sho ia pirated and one-or 
more persons shot dead. Under 
thia. new, tegulation, the master 
could be charged with mansliught- 
er, as he-is definitely made respon- 
sible for preventing pirates from 
coming: on board." 


Revival of-Old Policy., 
Captain Laurenson recalled that

‘tions ‘were withdrawn a8 o conse- 
xjuence of opposition by tho Mor- 
chant Marine, “but,” he observed,

HIRUNDO PIRACY 
SEQUEL. — 


MASTER FINED AT 
MARINE COURT. 


FAILURE TO. HAVE SHIP 
SEARCHED. 


NOMINAL PENALTY. ' 


. There was a sequel to the 
piracy on the Norwegian steamer 
Hirundé at the Marine Court 
this morning when Capt. John 
A. Pedersen, master of that 
vessel, was summoned before 
the Hon. Commdr. G, F. Hole, 
for an infringement of the 
Piracy Ordinance. 

The text of the charge against 
Capt, Pedersen was as follow:— 
“That you, being the master of 
the s.s. Hirundo, unlawfully did 
entry passengers from the Colony 
on the said ship on November 9, 
on ft Voynge to a port or place on 
the cast constof Asia, to the south 
of Shanghai and north of Singa- 
pore, to wit, Swatow, without 4 
search theresf, conducted in such 
manner as the Inspector General 
Police might dfreet and approve, 
having been carried out, and awith- 
out having received a certificate in 
writing signed by a Police OMeer 
authorised by the Inspector 
General of Police.” 

Mr L. H. V. Booth, AS.P., 
proseeuted, while Capt, Pedersen 
conducted his own defence. He 
pleaded not guilty. 


More Than Twelve. 


Outlining the case, Mr. Booth 
said the Hirundo left Hongkong 
on November 9 at 2 p.m. for Bang- 
kok via Swatow. According to the 
clearance taken out by Capt. 
Pedersen, the ship carried 12 
passengers and was due to sail 
on the morning af November 
9, She rerched Swatow, whence 
she sailed for Bangkok on Novem- 
ber 1. As they all knew, the ship 
was pirated when she was 130 miles 
south of Itongkony. The case for 
ihe prosecution was that wheh 
left Hongkony. she carricd more 
than 12 passengers, which was an 
infringement of the Piracy Ordin- 
ance, 

The master of the vessel probably 
did not understand that the police 
did not search cargo boats, Which 
were allowed to carry 12 passengers, 
The police relied mainly on the 
clearances taken out at the Harbour 
Office on which to base their scarch 
parties. Ifa ship carried Jess than 
12 passengers, the police would not 
search her, but even if sho carried 
only 13, a search party would have 
to be sent aboard. Mr, Booth 
said he did not know whether the 
defendant knew these regulations, 
but the police had reasons for the 
prosecution. . 


Nineteen From Hongkong. 


Giving evidence in the box, Mr. 
T. Murphy, Chief Detective Inspec- 
tor, said he boarded the a.s, Hirun- 
do on her arrival in harbour on No- 
vember 15 at about 10,30 a.m. The 
ship had been pirated and showed 
signa of having been ransacked. He 
remained on board until about 6 
pm. At about 2.30 p.m., he count- 
ed and exaniined the passengers, 
und found that of the 260 or so 
male porsengers, 16 said they had 
they had embarked at Hongkong on 
November 9. The" female passtit-, 
gers numbered 103 and of these, 
four claimed to have: embarked at 
Hongkong, making the total num- 
ber from the Colony 19. ,

The Finance Ministry, after a 
acries of canferences with Chincac 
bankers in Shanghai, has decided 
to asue a new trade loan of $10,- 
00,000 with a view to defraying 
the ‘Chinese Government debts to 
the Great Northern, Enstern Ex- 
tenston and Pacifle Telegraph 
Companies. ‘ , 

Out of the $10,000,0000, 1 sum 
of $5,000,000 will be devoted to 
settling the debts with the three 
Telegraph Companies, while $3,- 
000,000 will be assigned for the 
creation of wireless atations. 

The timo for the redemption of 
the lonn haa been fixed as from 
fifteen to twenty years, while the 
security will be the receipts of 
she — telegraph and wircless 
administrations under the manage- 
ment of the Nanking Government,

THE OUTLOOK 


GOLD. 


A matter of worldwide interest 
has recently been engaging the at- 
tention of a special delegation of the 
Financial Committers of the League 
of Nations, namely, the question 
of eliminating, os far as possible, 
variations in the purchasing 
power of gold. There are so many 
appecta to be taken into account, 
that the delegation has decided to 
issue its report in several parts, 
and the first of there haa recently 
been published. So far, only one 
part of the problem has been dealt

If In serious literature, where 
iin original and striking idea is as 
rare as genius, a man hag the luck 
to bo born with an idea good 
cnough to overturn a tradition his 
own fortune {8 Assured.

carpet, sharing the proud satis- 
fiction which a ceremonial length 
of erimaon baize Inid on the stone 
steps gave to John Morley, tribune 
of the people, whon he‘arrived at 
power. 

Such an idea, through «race, 
came to Lytton Strachey, sometime 
acholar of Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge; poet; one‘of thirteen child- 
ren of that sifted Lady Strachey 
who to brilliant social accomplish- 
ments added a penchant for 
writing.

Journalism is ‘an 
urgent business that cannot wait 
on literary artifice; Zero-Worship 
gets us to our destination In a 
phrare. ?

Ludendorff was. battering his 
hardest at the Western Front: tho 
news from the seat of war grew 
aver more-critical: in that sad Muy 
of 1918 Lytton Strachey chose to 
put Zero-Worship to the teat. 
Under the title of “Eminent Vic- 
torians” he published four studies 
—lives In Httle—of Cardinal Man. 
ning, Florence Nightingale, Dr. 
Arnold, and Gencral Gordon. 

He was hailed at once as the in-
